To think oft grnlhrman resident in Lon- 
don faokuug iii perpeluily the lupieme 
control over the territories of Australia, 
and over the rcvuiM* derived from Hum -

tuaf landlan} of all our stjmtltrs, and the 
abstilule mastei of Iheir fortunes and 
their liberties j to think of his being in

! able him and Ills culumal lubordinate* to 
set the bcal legislature, in regard to sup- 
plies fur the public service, at open defi- 
ance, and tu think of all thi* being done 
in the name of a Qritub isuverelgn and ia 
the face of tile llriliih coustitnliun, — is to 
imagine a contingency not only to ' im- 
probable,' but so iuoiutrousty unnatural, 
ij revolting to every principle of lecliiude 
and common sense, thai we wonder there 
should be found a man calling himself *.

The Council must mil—and we feel 
confident tiiey will not— be disheartened 
by this ungenerous rebuff. Our claim to 
Ihe adm t n ittrati o n of the pu bl ic landi ought 
to form * standing sessional qutMiin.lo U 
pul forth as regularly at ihe ansion re- 
turns, until it be fully and finally con- 
ceded.

With the excep- 
linn of ihe free ports this in lhe same 
offer which had been made bj lhe British 
mid rejected by the American governineul 
in lhe negotiation of This propo- 

sition was ptoperlj rejrclrd by the Ame- 
rican plenipotentiary on I lie day il was 
■uiimiited. This was llw only pro(ioiition 
of compromise offered by the Hrilijh ple- 
nipotentiary requested that a propuial 
should he mad* by the [ uited Statei for 
' an equitable adjnsiment of the ques- 
tion.' 

" When t came into office, I found lis ia 
to he Che stale of the negotiation. Though 
entertaining the settled conviction that 
the Britiih pretentions of litle could not 
be maintained la any portion of the 
Oregon territory upon any principle o( 
public law recognised by nations, >«, m 
deference to what had been done hy my 
predecessors, and especially in considera- 
tion that prujiosilioni uf compromise had 
been thrice made by two preceding ad- 
ministrations, lo adjust (he question on 
the parallel of 49 degrees, and in two of 
them jieldinp; lo Great Dfilain Ihe free 
navigation of the Columbia, and that (he 
pending urgocialion hid lire n coin me need 
on the basis of compromise, [ deemed it lo 
be my duty not abruptly lo break it off. 
lu consideration, too, that under the ton- 
tenlioiisaf 1HIH and 1827, the crti»n» 
and sulijecli of lhe ttro pon-eri held a joint 
occupancy of the country, I was induced 
Lo make another effort to settle this long- 
pending eonlruveny in lhe tpinl of .node- 
ration which had given birth to the re- 
newed discussion. A proposition wis ac- 
cordingly made, which was rejected by 
lhe British Plenipotentiary, who, u u.„.»: 
submitting any other proposition, suffered 
lhe negotiation on hii part to drop, en- 
pressing his trust that the United States 
would offer what lie raw fit to call ' some 
further proposal for Ibe settlement of ihe 
Oregon question luure consistent with 
fairueis and equity, and with Ihe reason- 
able eipeclationi of lhe British govern- 
ment.' The proposition thus offered 
and rejected repealed the offer of the 
parallel of 4S> degrees of north laliliide. 
which had ljeen made by two preceding 
admin istratiuns, but without p rojiosiiig to 
surrender to Great Britain, as lliey had 
done, the free navigation of the Columbia 
River, The right of any foreign power 
to the free navigation of any of our riven, 
through the hi-trt of our country, was one 
which I was unwilling to coiicede, It 
alio embraced a pniviiioa to make free to 
Great Britain any port or ports on lhe 
Cape of tjuadra and Vancouver's Iiland, 
■uuth of this parallel. KaJ Ihii been a 
new queition, coming under discussion 
for the first time, thii proportion would 
not have been mode, The extraordinary 
and wholly Inadmiasible demands of the 
Hritiah Government, and the rejection of 
ihe proposition made in deference alone 
lo what had been done by my predecei- 
sorsj and the implied obligation which 
i heir acts seemed lo impose, afford satis- 
factory evidence thai no compromise 
which the United States; ought to accept 
van be effected. With this conviction the 
proposition of com promise which had hcen 
made and rejected was by my direction 
■ uliiequenlly withdrawn, and our title to 
the whole Oregon tatrilory anerted, and, 
as is believed, maintained by irrefragable 
facts and arguments. 

"The civil tied world will ue in these! 
proceedings a spitit of liberal concession 
on the pail of ihe United States, and this 
government will be relieved from all res- 
ponsibility wliich may follow (he failuic 
lo leule the controversy. 

" All attempts at cumpromiie having 
failed, il becomes the duty of Congress lo 
consider what measures it may lie proper 
to adopt for the security and prolectinn of 
our citizens now inhahiiing or who may 
hereafter Inhabit Oregon, and for the 
maintenance uf our just title lo that ter- 
ritory. In adopting measures for this 
purpose care should be taken that nothing 
be done to violate the stipulations uf the 
convention of 1827, which is still in 
force. The faith of trealiei, in their let- 
ter and spirit, has ever been, and I trmt 
will ever be, scrupulously observed by the 
United Si ales. Under that couvroliun a 
year's notice is required to be given hy 
either party to the other, before the joint 
occupancy shall terminate, and before 
either can rightfully assert or exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over any [Kirtiuu of 
the territory. This notice it would, in 
my judgment, be proper to give ; and I 
recummend that provisions be made by 
law for giving it accordingly, and termi- 
nating, in this manner, the convention of 
the 6th August, IM7. 

It will h-come proper for Congress to 
determine whit legiilaiion they can, in 
the mean time adopt, without violating 
this convention. Beyond all queilion, 
the protection of our laws and our juris- 
diction, civil and criminal, ought lo be 
immediately eatended over our citizens in 
Oregon, They have had just cauie to , 
complain of our long neglecl in this par 
ticutar, and have, in consequcucc, been, 
compelled, fur their own sreurity and pro- 
tection, lo eilahliih a provisional govern- 
ment for themselves. Strong in their al 
Legiance, and ardent in their attachment 
to the United Stales, they have been ihua 
cast upon their omi resources. They are 
anxious that our laws shuuld be extended 
over Iheiti.and 1 recommend thai this be 
done by Congress with as lillle delny M 
possible, in tile full eitenl to which lhe 
Britiih Parliament have prucerded in re- 
gard to British subjects in that territory, 
by their act of July i, 1821, ' for regulat- 
ing the fur trade, and establishing a crimi- 
nal aud civil jurisdiction within certain 
parti or North America.' By (his act 
Great Britain extended her laws and ju- 
risdiction, civil and criminal, over her sub- 
jects, engaged in the fur trade in thai 
territory. By it, Ihe courts of lhe pro- 
vince of Upper Canada were empowered 
to take cognizance of causes civil and 
criminal. Juitices uf the peace, and other 
judicial officers, were authorised lu be ap- 
pointed in Oregon, wilb power to «e- 



l hat province, and to 'sit and hold courts 
of record for lhe trial of criminal of- 
fences and luiideineotiori,' not made lhe 
lubjecS of capita! puuislunent, and also of 
civ 1 1 caici, where the cause of action siiall 
nut ' exceed in value the auiouut or sum 
of li(Hh 

" Subsequent to the dale uf this act uf 
parliament, a graul was made from lhe 
Hrllish Crown' to the Hudson's Bay 
Company , of the exclusive trade with the 
Indian iribes in the Oregon territory, 
subject In a retervaUon thai it shsll not 
operate to lhe exclusion ' of the lubjecti 
ufany foreign stales who, under or by 
force of any convention for the lime 
being, between us and such foreign stales 
respectively, may be entitled to, and 
shall be engaged in, lhe said trade.' 

"It is much lo be regretted, (hat, while 
under Lhis an the British subjects have 
enjoyed the protection of British laws and 
British judicial tribunals Ihruughuitl the 
the whole of Oregon the American citi- 
retu in Iheianie territory have enjovrd no 
such protection from iheir goveroineot. 
Al lhe same time, lhe result illustrates the 
character of our |*o[ile and their imlitii 

ti In spile of lhis neglect they have 

multiplied, and their number is rapidly 
increasing in that territory. They have 
made no appeal to arms, but have peace- 
ably forlirird themselves in their new 
homes, by the adoption of republican in- 
stall t ions for themselves; furnishing lo- 
ot dm cuamiple of the truth thai lejf go- 
veriuetil is inherent in the American 
breast, and must prevail. It is due (o 
ihem that they should be rinbract'd aud 
protected by our laws. 

" It is deemed important that our laws 
regulating trade and intercourse wuh lhe 
Indian iribes east of the Hot fcy Mountains 
should be eilended to such tribes as dwell 
beyond them. The increasiog emigration 
to Orcgnn, arid the care and protection 
which js due from the government to its 
citigena in that distant region, make it 
our duly, as it is onr inlrrest, lu cultivate 
amicable relations with the Indian tribes 
of that territory. For this purpose, 1 re- 
coimneud that provision be made for ci- 
tabliihing an Indian agency, and such 
sub-agencies ai may he deemed necessary 
beyond the RuL'ky Mountain*. Pur the 
[.ruteclion of emigrants whilst on their 
way to Oregon, against the attacks of the 
Indian tribei occupying the country 
through which they pass, I recommend 
that a suitable number of stockades ami 
blockhouse forts lie creeled along the 
usual route between our frontier settle- 
ments on the Missouri aud the Rocky 
Muoutaini, aud that an adequate force of 
mounted riflemen be raited to guard aud 
protect them on their journey. The im- 
mediate adupliun of these recuui in nidations 
by Congress will noi violate lhe provision! 
of the existing treaty. It will be doing 
nothing more for American citizen! than 
British laws have long since done for 
British subjects in the same territory. It 
requites several months tu perfoun the 
voyage by sea from the Atlantic Stales to 
Oregon ; and although we have a large 
number of whale ships in the Pacific, bul 
few of them affotd an opportunity uf in- 
terchanging intelligence, without delay, 
between our settieinenls in Ihat dutant 
region and the United .Slates. An over- 
land mail is believed (o be entirely prac- 
ticable ' r and the importance uf establish- 
ing such a mall, at least once a inoolh, is 
ntbmitled to the favourable consideration 
of Congress. 

" It is aubiti ic Led lo ihe wisdom uf Con- 
gress to determine whether, at their pie- 
senl session, and until after the expiration 
of the year's nutic*. a»iy older measures 
may he adopted, consistently with the 
convention of L8J7, fur the security uf 
our rights, and lhe government and pro- 
tection of our ciliteni In Oregon. That 
it will ultimately be wise and proper to 
mfke libera! grants of laud to lhe patri- 
otic pioneers, who, amidst privaliom and 
dangers, lead the way through lavage 
iribei inhabiting the vast wilderness in- 
tervening between our frontier settle- 
ments and Oregon, and who cultivate, and 
are ever ready lo defend the soil, I arn 
fully aati*fied. To doubt whether they 
will obtain such grants as soon as the 
convention between the United States and 
Gtcal Hrilain shall have ceaard to exist 
would be to doubt the justice of Cungress; 
but, pending the year's notice, it is worthy 
of consideration whether a sliputatiun to 
this effect may be made, consistently wilb 
the spirit of mat convention, 

" The recommendation ■ which I have 
made as to the best manner of securing 
our rights in Oregon are submitted to 
Congress with great deference. Should 
they, in their wisdom, devise any other 
mode better calculated to accomplish lhe 
same object, it shall meet with my hearty 
concurrence. Al the end of the year's 
notice, should Congress think it proper to 
make provision for giving that notice, we 
shall have reached a period when the na- 
liunil rights of Oregon must either be 
abandoned or Gtmly maintained. That 
they cannot be abandoned wilhuiit a sa- 
crifice uf both natioual honour and mtereit 
is too clear tu admit nf dunbt. 

" Oregon ii a part uf the North Ameri- 
can continent, to which it is confidently 
affirmed lhe title of the Uiiibed States n 
the best nuw in existence. l-'or the 
grounds on which that title rests 1 refer 
you lu the cnrrripondence uf the latr aud 
preu-nt Secretary of Slate with the Briiiah 
plenipotentiary during the negociation. 
The British proposition of compromise, 
which would make lhe Columbia the line 
south of forty-nine degrees, vvithatritllug 
addilion uf detached territory tu tlie 
United States north uf that river, and 
would leave on the British side iwu- 
thirds of ihe whole Oregon territory, in- 
cluding the free navigation of (he Colum- 
bia and all the valuable ha i hours on lhe 
Pacific, can never, for a moment, he en 
trrtainrd by the United Slates, with rut 
an abandonment of their just and clear 
territorial rights, their owu self-reipect, 
and the national hunuur. For the in- 
formation of Congress I communicate 
herewith the co rreipu ride nee which took 
place between the governments during the 
late negociation. 

" The rapid extension of our settle- 
ment! uver uur territories heretofore un- 
occupied, the addition of new state* to 




nation, are attracting the ■ttention of the 

powers of Europe , and lately the doctrine 
has been broached in some of them of a 
balance uf power un lhis continent, lo 
check our advancement. The United 
Statei, sincerely desirous of preserving re- 
lations of good understanding with all 
nations, can not in sileuce permit any 
European interference on the Nonh 
American continent ; and, should any such 
interference be alleinpled, will be ready 
lo resist il al any and all hazards, 

" It is well known lo the American 
people and to alt nations thai this govern- 
ment has never interfered with the rela- 
tions subsisting between other govern- 
ment!. We have never made ourselves 
parties to their wars or their alliances ; 
ive have nut sought their territories by 
cuuquest, we have uut mingled with 
paihes in their amnestic struggles; Uid 
believing our own form of government tu 
be the hejl, we hive never attempted tu 
propagate it by intrigues, by diplomacy, 
or by force. We may claim on lhis con- 
tinent a like exemptiuu from f£uru|*ean 
interference. The ualinni uf Atactica 
are equally sovereign and independent 
wilh those of Knrope. They possess the 
same lights, iudepeudint of all foreign 
interposition, to make war, conclude 
peactr, and tu regulatie their internal af- 
fairs. The people of (he United Stales 
|tanni>t, therefore, view with in difference 
attempts of Kuropesn powers to interfere

follow thai the duties on all articles should 
be at the lame.ou a horizontal rate. Some 
articles will bear a much higher revenue 
duly than others. Below tin- maximum 
of the revenue standard Congress may 
ought to discriminate in the rates

imposed, taking care so to adjust Ihem on 
different articles oi to produce in the ag- 
gregate the amount which, when added lo 
the proceeds of ialei of public lands, may 
be needed lo pay the economical expense* 
of the government. 

" In levying a la/iff of duliet Cnngitss 
exercises the taxing power, and for pur- 
poses of revenue may select the objects of 
taxation. They may exempt certain arti- 
cle! altogether, and permit their imporla- 
jtion free of duty. On others they may 
impose low duties. In these classes

of government is entirely different from 
thaL uf Europe. Jealousy amungit the 
different Sovereign! of epitope, leit any 
one of them might become too powerful 
for the rest, has caused ihem anxiously lo 
desire the establishment of what [hey 
term the ' balance uf power.' It cannot 
lie permitted lo have any application on 
the North American continent, and espe- 
cially to lhe United States. We must 
ever maintain the principle thill 111? people 
of this continent alone have a right lo de- 
cide their own destiny. Should any por- 
tion of them, constituting an independent 
state, propose to unite themselves without 
confederacy, this will be a question fur 
ihem and ui lo determine, without any 
foreign interpriiition. We can never con- 
sent that Knropean powers shall interfere 
to prevent such a union, because it might 
disturb the ■ balance of power ' which 
they may desire to maintain upon thii 
continent. 

"Near a quarter of a century ago Ihe 
principle was distinctly announced to the 
world, i as the animal message uf one uf 
my predecessors, that 'the American con- 
liueuli, by the free and indriierident con- 
dition which ihey have assumed and roaiji- 
Uined, arc hencrforlli not to he considered 
•i. loLjects fur future colonisation hy any 
Horopean power." 'lhis principle will 
apply with greatly increased force should 
any European power aitempi to establish 
any new colony in North America- In 
lhe existing circumstance of Ihe world, 
lhe present is deemed a proper occasion tu 
reiterate and re -a Sir in the principle af- 
linned by Mr. Mouruc, and lo state iny 
cordial concurrence in its wiidoin and 
sound policy. The re-asieriiuii of ihi 
principle, especially in referrence to North 
Aineiicn, is at this day but the promul- 
gation of n policy which no Kitrupeau 
power should cherish the disposition to 
resist. Kxistiug rights of every European 
nation should be respected j but il is due 
alike loour safety and uur in'ereiW, that 
the efficient protection of uur laws should 
be extended over our whole territorial 
limits, and that it should be distinctly an- 
nounced to the world as our settled 
policy, lhat no future European colony or 
dominion shall, with our consent, be 
planted or established on my part of the 
North American continent." 

Some details respecting disputed que?- 
lioni wilh Prussia and commercial en- 
gagements with Spain, HulUnd, and 
Chi na follow. The slate of the Ti eaiury 
ii then touched upon in congratulatory 
lauguage. 

This is another part of (he Message, 

second only in interest to that relating lo 
Oregon. In addressing himseir lo this 
subject Mr, Polk says ; — 

" The Blt-iilion of Congress is invited 
lo the importance of lonking suitable 
modifications and reductions of the rates 
uf duty imposed by our present tariff 
law*. The object uf imposing duties un 
import! should be tu raise revenue to pay 
the necessaiy expcniei or guvernmenl. 
Congress may, undoubtedly, in the exer- 
iseuJ* sound discretion, incriminate in 
arranging Ihe rates of duty on different 
articles; but the discriminations should be 
within the resV n ue standard, and be made 
with in (he view to raise money for the 
support of govern in enl. 

It becomes important to understand dii- 
liactly whit is meant ly a revenue stand- 
ard, the maximum of which should not 
be eiceeded in the rales of duly imposed. 
Experience proves, that duties may be 
laid so high Os to diminish ur prohibit 
altogether the importation of any given 
•rticle, and thereby lessen or destroy Ihe 



revenues, which, al lower rales, would be bit, equally protected by it. 
derived from it* importation. If Cungreis "In rrcomi 



lily as are in general use, and especially 
inch as are consumed by the labourer and 
lhe poor, a! well as by the wealthy citi- 
zen. Care should be taken (hat all lhe 
great interests of the country, including 
man ufaclures, agriculture, commerce, navi- 
gation, and the mechanic arts, should, as far 
as may be practicable, derive equal advan- 
tages fiorn the incidental protection which 
a jilit system "f revenue duties may 
afford. Taxation, din ct, or indirect is a 
burden, and il should tie *r> imposed ai lu 
upeiale as equally as ni*y be on all 
Liaises, in the proportion uf their ability 
lo bear il. To make lhe taxing puwer an 
actual benefit tu one cLus, necessarily in- 
crei*estheburdenoftheoihersbeyoiidlheir 
prupuriiuii, and would be manifestly un- 
just. The terms 1 protection lo domestic 
industry,' are uf papular import , but lliey 
i should apply under a just system tu all the 
i various branches of industry in our conn- 
try. The farmer or planter who tolls' 
I yearly in his field* is engaged in 'dauiea- 
tic industry,' and is as much entitled to 
t have his Inbour 1 protected' as lhe niauri- 
ifacturer, the mart of commerce, the navi- 
| gator, or the mechanic, who are engagi'd 
'also in 1 domestic industry' in their Jif 
ferent pursuits, Tlie j.rinl labours uf 
'all llieje classes constitute ih- a^rL'gite 
of thr 1 domestic industry' uf the nation , 
and they are equally entitled to ihe na- 
tiou'i 1 protection." No nm.' of ihem can 
jjuilly claim tu be the exclusive recipients 
uf ' protection' which can only be afforded 
by increasing burdens on the ' duuioslic 
industry' of lhe others. 

,f If these views be correct, il remains 
to inquire huw far the Tariff Act of ISU 
is consistent with them. That many of 
the provision! uf thai Act are in viola 
lion of the cardinal principles here laid 
down all must concede. The rates of 
duty imposed hy il on some articles are 
prohibitory, and on others so high as 
greatly to diminish importations, and to 
produce a less amount of revenue than 
would be derived from lower rates. 
They operate as ' protection merely,' tu 
one branch of 1 domestic industry,' by 
taxing other hraiichei. 

By the intruductiun of niiminitnis, or 
assumed and false values, and by lhe irn- 
noiilion of ipecirk dunes, the injustice 
and inequality of Ibe act of 1 « U, in it* 
practical operations on different classes 
and pursuit!, are seen and felt. Many of 
the oppressive duties imposed by ii under 
I he operations uf these principles lauge 
from I per cent, tu inure than 2011 per 
cent. They are prohibitory on some 
articles and. partially so ou others, nnd 
bear most heavily on articles uf couimun 
necessity, and but lightly on articles uf 
luxury. It is so framed ibat much the 
gieatest burden which it impose* it thrown 
ou labour and lhe pouter claises, who are 
least sble to bear il, while it prulecls ca- 
pital and exempts the rich from paying 
iheir juit proportion uf lhe taxation re- 
quired for the support of government. 
While it protects the capital uf (lie wealthy 
manufacturer, and increase* hii prufiti, II 
dues noi benefit lhe operotives or labour- 
en in his employment, whose wages liave 
not been increased by It, Articles of 
prima necessity, ur of coarse quality and 
loiv pricr, used by Ihe in Asses of the peo- 
ple, are, in ni&ay instancei, subjected by 
it lo heavy taxes, whilst articles of finer 
quality and higher price, ur uf luxury, 
which can be used only by the opulent, 
are lightly taxed. It impuwi heat y and 
unjust burdens un lhe farmer, lhe planter, 
tin: cuiuiueicial mail, ami Ihoir of alii 
other puntuti, except ihe capitalni who, 
has made hii investments in nuirufac- 
tures- All the great intelesliof the conn- 
try are not, as nearly as may be practical 



will afford ample incidental advantage! tu 
the manufacturers, aud enable them tode- 
tive aa great profits as can be derived from 
any other regular business, It is be- 
lieved that such a system, slririly within 
the revenue slaudoiii, will place lhe manu- 
facturing interest* on a stable footing, 
and ensue to iheir permanent advantage, 
while it will, « nearly as may be practi- 
cable, extend to all the great interest* of 
the country the incidental protection 
which can be afforded by our revenue 
laws. Such a system, when once urnly 
established, would be permanent, and not 
be subject to the constant complaints, agi- 
tation!, and chiugei, which inma ever 
occur, when duties are not laid fur reve 
nue, but for the ' protection merely' uf ■

attained, the situation of our finances 
hu lieeome every day more satisfactory. 

"The financial and other bills, whose 
object is to inlroduce important ameliora- 
tions into their mode of administration, 
hall be immediately laid before you. 

™ I continue to receive from all foreign 
powers pacific and amicable assurances. I 
trust that the policy which maintained a 
general peace amidst so many itormt will 
one day confer honour upon the memory 
of my reign. 

" The friendship which unites me with 
the Queen of Great Britain, and of which 
she again so affectionately gave me • 
proof, and the mutual confidence existing 
between the twn Governments, have hap- 
pily secured the good and intimate rela- 
tions between the two States. The con- 
vention concluded between us to put an 
end 1o the odious traffic in slaves iiall 
piesent being carried into execution. 
Thus, by (he cordial co-opcralion of the 
maritime forces of the two States, lhe| 
slave-trade ehail be efficaciously repressed, 
and at the tame time our commerce shall 
be replacrd under (he exclusive protection 
uf our flag. 

" I have reason to expect that the com- 
bined action of Fiance and England trill 
produce on the banks of the Plata the 
re-»i1abliihuient of commercial relations, 
regular and pacific, the sole object of out 
efforts. 

" Borne eirt-um stances, which I deplore, 
but which have added new lustre to the 
heroism of our troops, have disturbed our 
African possesaiuni. I have adopted 
prompt measures to secure to the domi- 
nation of France that force and ascen- 
dancy which belong to it. With the aid 
of time out energetic perseverance 
will consolidate the security and prospe- 
rity of Algeria. 

" Gentlemen, — You have given me 
your loyal concurrence in the great and 
difficult task that (he national voice has 
called me to fulfil. Providence has 
blessed our efforts. Providence hu like- 
wife granted me great and precious con- 
solations in my family. Wherever my 
sons have appeared, I may confidently 
assert, that they have worthily upheld 
the name of France. My grandsons in- 
crease in number. My dearest wish and 
most fervent hope ii, that by our devotion 
to France, by our real to serve herj 
faithfully, her affection may be assured | 
to ui, and the union of my family and 
my country for ever strengthened. " 

The speech waa followed by cries of 
" Tire le Rot." The Peers newly-named 
and the deputies newly elected then look 
the oaths. The Keeper of the Seals then 
declared the annual Session of the Cham- 
bers opened for 1 8*6. 

The King then rose, saluted the assem- 
bly, end retired with the Princes, escorted, 
as upon hia enlrance, by the deputations 
uf the Chambers. Reiterated acclama- 
tions saluted the Roya! persona jet upon 
their departure, and, indeed, throughout 
the whole of their pusage they wrrs 
received with the greatest enthusiasm. 

OPENING OF THE SPANISH PAR- 
LIAMENT. 
Tur. Madrid papers contain the Royal 
Hpeech at the opening of (he Cortes on 
the loth December. This speech, of 
which we subjoin a I ran slat ion, dilfris in 
no perceptible respect from the urdinary 
run of such documents : — 

Gentlemen of the Senate and Chamber 
of Deputies :— Within the thort period 
elapted since the late Legislature closed, 
no notable change has taken place in the 
relations between this kingdom and the 
other powers. 

Negotiation, are still pending with the 
Holy See. 

In this interval, the ratifications of tbe 
convention concluded with the Emperor 
of Morocco, as well aa those uf the treaty 
uf acknowledgment, peace, and amity 
with the Republic of Chili, an unforeseen 
incident having prevented tbe accomplish- 
mtnt uf the same formality regarding lite 
treaty recently come tu with the Republic 
uf Yc anuria. The many ties that unite 
Spain to these .State*, can but render the 
relations which are being established 
between bulb parlies intimate and mutu- 
ally advantageous. 

The desire of protecting and extending, 
by this and other means, our navigation 
and commerce, thus imparting animation 
and life to agriculture and industry, is 
another reason fur attending with deep 
solicitude to the progress of our navy,' 
which it beginning to recover from its 
prostration and depression , my solici- 
tude being not less lu behalf of the 
provinces beyund tbe tea* which, by their 
loyally and other circumstances, are so 
deserving that then Lianquihiy and 



obedience to the laws hire been main- 
tained; and although various attempts 
have been made at promoting lame nU hie 
commotions, natural to timet that have 
pasted, all of them have been frustrated 
by the vigilance and firmness of the au- 
thorities, (he fidelity uf the army, whose 
subordination and discipline may serve as 
a model, and the excellent spirit of (he 
people, who are liicd of rebellions, and 
anxious to enjoy completely the 
btrstings of peace under the protection 
of the Throne and of tutelary institu- 
tions. 

To secure the possession of such bless- 
ings, organic laws have been established 
in virtue of the powers you granted lo my 
Government. We have to congratulate 
ourtetf on the result having corresponded 
l« our hopes, since the nation has now 
laws, the want of which had been long 
felt, without the establishing of them 
having rtquired the overcoming of any 
but those obstacles that are natural | on 
the contrary, they have immediately been 
beneficial to the good government and ad- 
ministration of the State. 

Along with this reform — the principal 
and most urgent one— others of more or 
leu moment have been effected in various 
branches, such as public instruction and 
the administration or justice, 

My Government has also applied itself 
'to carrying into execution the financial 
plan which you voted in but session , and, 
'notwithstanding the obstacles (hat all re- 
forms raise, especially when taxes are in 
i question, 1 may with satisfaction assure 
: you that this oue is being eiecuted in all 
its parts. 

In the returns lhat will be forthwith 
submitted lo your examination, you will 
find the alleviations and improve me tits 
'which, in the aforcuid plan, have been 
'deemed immediately required. Time and 
experience will exhibit the defects which 
it is indispensable to remedy, ss Ihry 
make those disappear which are almost 
inevitable in the execution, and always 
attend the establishment of a. new system. 

As you are already acquainted with 'he 
evils and detriment caused by the Tariff's 
law decreed in Ifill, the Government 
will propose to you the means of remedy- 
ing them, as it will have recourae to you 
for all measures lhat may increase the 
public wealth and strengthen the nation's 
credit. 

A Bill will also be presented to you for 
the important purpose of permanently 
providing fur public worship and the 
clergy. 

Such are, gentlemen, the principal 
msltera that will be submitted to your 
deliberations.counting on yourenlighlcn- 
ment and good will, uf which 1 have al- 
ready received so many unequivocal 
proofs, The greatest and most difficult 
part of the task it accomplished ; all that 
is wanting is the bringing of it to perfec- 
tion. In last session yuu rRected in the 
cnnstitution the reforms inditpentable to 
make the Crown's prerogatives and the 
rights of tbe nation duly fraternised ; you 
authorised my govern menl to establish 
organic laws, in order lhat the political 
machine might be left free and easy In 
it) action and movements. You decreed 
a new financial plan to put a stop to the 
disorders that consumed with little piofii, 
the copious resources of the State; it ii 
now yonr province to examine the result 
of your last resolutions, and ameliorate 
that which ought lo he amended. Nor, 
if that which you are about lo undertake 
is leas bold and brilliant, is it lets useful 
and glorious Yuu will require all your 
zeal and perseverance to help my Govern- 
ment laudably to regulate the finances 
and administration uf the same, which 
could not suffer lest from such long arid 
fatal disorders. 

Nevertheless, such a work will not be 
above yuuT strength if you undertake it, 
at 1 hope, confiding in Divine Providence, 
and with the ardent dciiic of adding this 
other service to the many yon have al- 
ready done to the throne and to our 
country.
